Palmer _ Announcement 
Crystallizes Democrats 


Political Developments of 
Day Show a Rapid 
Swinging of State Dele- 
gations to the Palmer 
Column. 


_ By James A. Hollomon. 

-—“ (By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, March 2.—President 
Wilson will not be a candidate for 
‘a third term nomination for the 
presidency. He acquiesces thor- 
oughly in the candidacy of Attor- 
ney General A. Mitchell Palmer, and 
the formal announcement of the lat- 
ter, though made independently and 
without white house collusion, has 
at once concentrated upon him the 
administration forces of the nation 
by reason of the fact that he holds 
the absolute personal and political 
confidence of the president. This is 
most potently reflected in the views 
of those Washington political com- 
mentarians:-who are independent in 
thought and analyze political situa- 
tions with the appraising judgment 
of experts. 

N. Oi. Messenger, the political ed- 
itor of The Evening Star, and a 
writer who is particularly close to 
the white house, though absolutely; 
independent as to party or personal 
alignments, features the Palmer an- 
nouncement tonight with the fol- 
lowing outstanding paragraphs: 

Hesitated at First. 

‘It was assumed by the politi- 
cians who discussed Mr, Palmer's 
official entry into the race that 
he would not do so unless it were 
entirely acceptable to President 
Wilson and the administration. It 
has been known for months that 
his candidacy would be agreeable 
to the national party leaders. Now, 
with the acquiescence, to say the 
least, deduced if not announced of 
President Wilson, politicians think 
that Mr. Palmer will be regarded 
as the administration favorite—for 
the present, anyhow. 

“His candidacy, it was said, will 
furnish a nucleus around which to 
gather administration forces and 
influence in the selection of dele- 
oor a to the national convention at 
San Francisco. The value of such 
a nucleus is almost incalculable, 
old politicians agree. 

“When the delegates who are 
chosen in response to this movement 
are assembled at San’Francisco they 
will form a solid political asset, 
firmly under administration control 
and to be used as subsequent neces- 
sities may require. Jt will be a 
standing menace to and a bulwark 
and bar against Mr. Bryan’s forces 
and will constitute a mobile, organ- 
ized and definite political entity. 

“The important consideration to 
the politicians, for all present pur- 
poses, is said to be that here, at 
last, the democratic party has a 
candidate for the nomination with 
definite party indorsement .and 
standing; a man who has back of 
him the Party organization and the 
administration, supposedly. 

Block of Delegates. 

“The first thing, these demoerats 
say, is to get an important block of 
delegates at San Francisco, chosen 
under administratnon auspices, and 
who can be depended upon to follow 
administration wishes, even in case 
‘the final judgement of the con- 
vention warrants sdaninns to some 
other candidate.” 

Another illuminating fact that il- 
lustrates the overwhelming popular 
wave that has swept to Palmer, fol- 
lowing his announcement is the an- 
nounced support to night of ex- 
Chairman Vance McCormick, who 
managed the democratic campaigne 
when“ Woodrow Wilson was the 
standard bearer. 

McCormick’s uewspaper, the Har- 
risburg Patriot, will tomorrow 
morning place Palmer at its mast- 
head.

DORSEY DECLINES 
T0 SUSPEND LAW 
FOR TAG SLACKERS 


Acts on Advicé of Attor- 
ney General, Who Says 
He Is N-t Authorized 
to Suspend the Collec- 

on of Auto Fees. 


SHERIFFS MAY DELAY 
ARRESTS UNTIL APRIL 1 


Secretary of State Mc- 
Lendon Issues State- 
ment Advising Them to 
Wait Until Then Before 
Proceeding to Enforce 
Law. 


Acting upon the advice of the at- 
torney general that automobile 
licenses were not a tax which he 
would be authorized to suspend the 
collection of under section 162, of 
Park’s code, Governor Dorsey yes- 
terday declined to comply with the 
request of Secretary of State S. G. 
McLendon that he instruct sheriffs 
not to make @rrests for failure of 
automobile owners fo supply them- 
selves with 1920 tags until April 1. 

Declaring that it was impossible 
for the sheriffs or other arresting 
officers to arrest the more than 
50,000 persons in the state still un- 
supplied with tags, Mr. McLendon 
issued a statement in which he ad- 
vised the sheriffs to suspend the 
enforcement of the law until after 
April 1. 

McLendon, of course, does not 
claim any authority to give instruc- 
tions to sheriffs as to how they 
shall enforce the law and the mat- 
ter is now up to the arresting af- 
ficers in each county, but it is be- 
lieved that his advice: will be gener- 
ally heeded and that the delinquents 
will be given several weeks of grace 
in which to get in their applications 
and checks. 

Promptness Necessary. 

It should be stated, however, that 
if they wait until the last week in 
March to do so, they will again be 
presented with exactly the same 
difficluty which confronts many of 
them now. The office of the sec- 
retary of state will be congested 
with applications which it will prob- 
ably take several weeks longer to 
get out and it is quite certain that 
no further leniency will be advised 
by Mr, McLendon after that date.

Mr. McLendon’s request, which 
submitted in Tuesday’s Constitutiok 
follows: :

Governor 
Advises Sheriffs. 

On receipt of the governor's let- 
ter, Mr. McLendon issued the fol- 
lowing statement advising the sher- 
iffs to wait until after April 1, be- 
fore proceeding’ to make arrests for 
violation of the law. 

“My suggestion to the governor 


was that he instruct the sheriffs 
not to arrest persons not having 
1920 tag on their cars to April l, 
in order to give delinquents an Op- 
portunity to get their tags. This 
is a practical question and it is not 
possible for sheriffs to enforce the 


w. 

“I intend to recommend an amend- 
ment to the law which will prevent 
this annual congestion. While Il 
have absolutely no authority to in- 
struct the sheriffs, I will take the 
responsibility of advising them not 
to arrest any persons for lack of a 
1920 tag prior to April 1. There 
are thousands of applications in the 
office which will be attended to 
just as fast as possible with due 
regard to keeping a correct record. 

“There are 30,000 dr 40,000 persons 
who have not even applied for tags. 
This occurs every year, but will not 
occur again if the legislature 
amends the law as 1 will suggest.” 

There was no sign of any dimuni- 
tion in interest yesterday, through- 
out the state either of arresting of- 
ficers wanting instructions from the 
capitol or of delinquent automobile 
owners who had failed to provide 
themselves with tags and did not 
want to run any risk of arrest and 
fine. Mr. McLendon was bombarded 
with telegrams and letters through- 
out the day, which he could not 
answer until he heard from the gov- 
ernor and which he is now answer- 
ing by his statement given to the 
press. 

He would further impress on de- 
linquents, however, the importance 
of getting in their applications now 
if they want their tags by April 1. 
as his office is already piled up 
with applications which his clerical 
force is working through with all 
the speed they can.

That the Merchants’ Bank of Val- 
dosta, which applied for an amend- 
ment to its charter permitting it 
to do a trust company buasiness 
under the act of 1917, will not rest 
satisfied with the refusal of Secre- 
tary of State S. G. McLendon to 
grant it, became Known in Atlan- 
ta yesterday when it was learned 
that the amendment was being duly 
advertised as the law prescribes 
and will be presented to the secre- 
tary of state when the four weeks’ 
publication has been completed. 

State Superintendent of Banks T. 
R. Bennett, who differs with the 
sec tary of,state in the matter, de- 
clareu Tuesday that he would ap- 
prove the charter amendment as 
soon as it was presented to him 
from the secretary of state’s—_of-« 
fice. 

Mr. Bennett has asked for and 
secured an opinion from the attor- 
ney general to the effect that the 
banking act of 1919, which declares 
that it supersedes all other acts in 
Georgia regulating banks, does not 
repeal the 1917 law providing how 
banks may amend their charters so 
as to obtain trust company priv- 
lleges. 

Will Ge to Courts. 

The only method by which the 
secretary of state can be compelled 
to grant a charter amendment 
would be by writ of mandamus and

The vote 
was 58 to 22 for re-adoption of the 
reservation without change. 

Seventeen democratic senators 
voted for the @eservation, despite 
the warning sent to the senate by 
the president that he would pocket 
the senate ratification unless the 
Monroe doctrine and Article X. res- 
ervations were modified. When the 
reservation was adopted by the sen- 
ate on November 15 the vote was 
55 to 34, nine democrats joining the 
republicans. 

The democratic senators voting to- 
day for the Monroe deetrine reser- 
vation that is obnoxious to the 
president were: Beckham, Ken- 
tucky; Chamberlain, Oregon; Fletch-

Senator Ashhurst, of Arizona, 
who voted earlier today fort he Lodge 
reservation relating to domestic 
questions reserved from jurisdietion 
of the league, &lso was absent when 
the Monroe doctrine reservation was 
approved, bringing the total of 
reservation democrats to 19. 
publican leaders must have 29 
democratic votes to ratify the treaty 
with the Lodge reservations. They 
expect to have as many as 24. They 
have no hope of getting 29. Demo- 
cratic leaders do not believe the 
number will exceed 20. 

A reservation relating to ths 
Monroe doctrine, acceptable to the 
president, was rejected by the sen- 
ate 34 to 43, Mr. Reed being the only 
democrat voting against it. This 
substitute proposed by Senator 
Hitchcock was amended on motion 
of Mr. Pittman co that it differed 
only from the Lodge reservation to 
the extent of removing “language 
that is offensive to other nations,” 
accoyding to its author. Senator 
Chafles E. Townsend, of Michigan, 
rep ican, developed in a colloquy 
with Mr. Pittman that the primary 
tpurpose of the substitute was to 
eliminate the blunt statement that 
the United States would be the sole 
interpreter of the Monroe doctrine. 
Mr. Lodge declared the Monroe doc- 
trine to be exclusively an American 
policy to safeguar@® and protect 
American interests and “not dis- 
guised in any of the trappings of 
altruism.” He held the reservation 
to be, with the single exception of 
that relating to Article X., “the 
most vital thing” at stake inthe 
league and insisted that the main- 
tenance of the Monroe doctrine 
“without any misunderstanding” 
was the only basis on which he 
would vote to ratify the treaty. 

“Our Dectrine Alone.” 

“I know that some of the South 
American nations have objected to 
the senate determination that the 
Jnited States alone shafl interpret 
the’ Monroe doctrine,” Mr. Lodge 
added. “It is not their doctrine, It 
is ours -and our alone, although it 
incidentally had great value to 
them when it was declared, the 


South American colonies having 
been at that time engaged in a con- 
test with Spain. They never have 
attempted to interpret it, although 
occasionally some of them have de- 
nounced it as Carranza did a short 
time ago. At other times they run 
to its shelter as Mexico did after 
the civil war and as Venezuela did. 
If it has not been understood by all 
the world that we are not going to 
permit anyone else to interpret the 
———- doctrine, the time to say it 
is no

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WILL FIX PRICES 
AT MEETING TODAY 


Reduction in Cost of 
Clothing, Bread and Gro- 
ceries Intimated by John 
Manget, Fair-Price Com- 
missioner. , 


~ 


According to an announcement 
given out lest night by John A. 
Manget, fair price commissioner for 
Georgia, the meeting of the Fulton 
county fair price committee in the 
council chamber at the city hall to- 
day will be featured by wholesale 
and retail price revision of men’s 
and women’s clothing, bread and 
groceries. 

Mr. Manget declared that the 
prices agreed on by the Fulton 
board today would probaby be set 
as the price standard for the va- 
rious commodities throughout the 
state, and that he would issue the 
profit margin orders shortly after 
the adjournment of the fair price 
body. The meeting will be.called 
to order at 10:30 o’clock, and Mr. 
Manget will preside. 

While Mr. Manget declined to 
comment on the reports that were 
submitted to him Tuesday, he inti- 
mated that material reductions in 
the above-mentioned commodities 
would follow today’s session. 

“The cost of living is being re- 
duced gradually,” said Mr. Manget, 
“and I am confident we can look 
forward to lower prices within the 
very near future.” 

Mr. Manget stated that a price 
on the new standard 16-ounce loaf 
would be set at this meeting. This 
standard loaf was prescribed in a 
recent order of Mr. Manget’s to ap- 
ply in every section of the state, 
but the order outlined no maxtmum 
price, pending the reports to be 
made at the meting. 

‘Under my last order,” said Mr. 
Manget, “it’s already against the 
law for the bakeries of the state to 
sell a smaller loaf of. bread than 
16 ounces, and I have received no 
reports of bakers violating the or- 
der. The state fair price commis- 
sion has refrained from setting a 
price on the new loaf, because we 
had no data concerning the cost of 
production and other expenses of 
getting bread ready for the con- 
sumer. But all this {s contained in 
the reports that will be considered 
Wednesday and a price will be an- 


nounced later during the day.” 

J. K. Orr, newly appointed rep- 
resentative of the wholesale shoe 
dealers on the Fulton county fair 
price board, will attend his first 
meeting today. Mr. Orr, according 
to Mr. Manget, is working out a 
scale of prices on shoes that will be 
considered at the next meeting of

Georgia Farmers

Talking to a group of friends 
about his recent statement con- 
cerning the candidacy of Herbert 
Hoover for the presidency in the 
Georgia presidential primary, Mr. 
Barrett said: 

“I repeat every word I said in 
my recently published interview, in 
which I stated that the farmers of 
Georgia will not stand for-Mr. Hoo- 
ver. 

“If he should be nominated by 
either party, the nomination would 
be met everywhere in the west by 
the simple cry of ‘wheat,’ and in the 
south by the Simple cry of ‘cotton’ 
or ‘cotton seed,’ and what it would 
do for him ‘would be a plenty.’ 

“I think I know the sentiment of 
the country people of Georgia, and 
if I know anything in the world, 
I.-Kknow they are not for Hoover. 
This was pretty well illustrated in 
the recent Hoover mass-meeting at 
the courthouse in DeKalb county, 
in which those favorable to in- 
dorsing- all this hullabalo about 
him were rounded up forAhat pur- 
pose, and yet they carried théir 
own meeting by but five votea, 

“Sentiment of the farmers of 
Georgia is identically the same as 
that reflected in the recent annual 
meeting of the National Board of 
Farm Organizations in Washington: 

“Representative farmers were 
there from every part of the coun- 
try. and as the meeting occurred 
about the time The New York 
World, The New York Evening 
Post and other interest close to 
Wall street were pushing Mr. Hoo- 
ver out for the nomination, some- 
one polled this meeting to see 
how it stood, and Mr. Hoover got 
only 8 out of the 300 members of 
this national board of farmers.

Washington, March 2.—Definite 
steps were taken today toward set- 
tlement of the railroad wage con- 
troversy which hi&s been pending 
since last August. Representa- 
tives of railroad workers, with the 
exception of one group, agreed to 
co-operate with the government and 
the railroads in giving a trial of 
the new transportation act, with its 
arbitration clauses, and President 
Wilson, in letters to both the Asso- 
clation of Railway Executives and 
heads of the firteen workers’ or- 
ganizations, requested that they se- 
lect represéiitwitues to sit on the 
bipartisan wage board. Prompt ac-! 
tion was urged by the president in 
order thatthe negotiations between 
employer and employee might not 
longer be délayed, 

The one group of workers which 
has not entered into the agreement 
“togo along with the president,” 
‘was the Brotherhood of Maintee 
nance of Way Employees and Shop 
Laborers, which recently withdrew 
from the conferences between union 
heads and the railroad administrae 
tion. Committeemen from the locals 
of the maintenance union, however, 
will meet in Chicago Thursday, and 
it was believed would follow the lead 
of the other workers in compliance 
with Mr. Wilson's request. } 

Statement for Unions. 

Inastatement tonight explaining 

their position, the union spokesmen 


declared while they could not ape” 


prove of the transportation act, they 
had agreed to aid in giving the law 
a trial “in the interest of railroad 
labor” and “as American citizens.” 

“Notwithstanding the fact that 
labor in general, and railroad labor 
in particular, with the full ca@-op- 
eration and support of other bodies 
representing American citizens,

$11,000/000 LOSS 

FOR JANUARY. 

Washington, March 2.—Net oper- 
ating income of the railroads under 
government contfol in January fell 
to $11,000,000, due-to the unusually 
seyere weather and the coal strike. 
This was a deficit of $64,000,000, 
compared with the average monthly 
rental paid by the government for 
the properties, but an unexpected 
$53,000,000, accruing from back mail 
pay, under a decision of the inter- 
state commerce commission, reduced 
the actual loss to $11,000,000. 

The result of the January opera- 
tions does not increase the esti- 
mated excess of expenses over in- 
come for the twenty-six months of 
federal control, contained in Di- 
rector General Hines’ report to 
President Wilson, as he allowed for 
the full $64,000,000 operdting loss in 
compiling the total. 

Despite bad condition during the 
month, Mr. Hines asserted in a 
statement tonight, a very heavy ton- 
nage was handled compared with 
previous years, and the average 
trainload showed a gratifying in- 
crease over January of e three 
preceding years. :

The bondsmen will be required to 
inform the immigration afficials 
every fifteen days where thé bride- 
elect may be found, and must sign 
a pledge to do all in his power to 
prevent the couple from marrying 
during the sixty-day period.

SEVEN LIVES ARE LOST 
WHEN STEAMER SINKS 


Halifax, March 2.—Seven lives 
are believed to have been lost when 
the crew of the Heyland liner Lo- 
hemian abandonegd their ship as she 
was breaking up on the Sambro 
ledges this morning. Several others 
were injured. 

The ship, which was bound from 
Boston to Liverpool, ran aground 
in a blinding snowstorm while en- 
deavoring to put into Halifax har- 
bor early yesterday. Sixty-four 
passengers were taken off in safety 
in the morning, but most of the 120 
members of the crew remained on 
board all day. 

Late last night a strong swell de- 
veloped and the ship began to 
pound heavily on the rocks. At 4 
o’clock this ntorning it was decided 
to abandon her. Three of the ship’s 
boats got away safely, but the re- 
mainder of the men were unable to 
take to the boats, according to the 
reports received here. 

The tug Roebling came as close 
to the stranded ship as possible, 
and the transfer of those still on 
board was attempted by life lines. 
It is believed that the loss of life 
occurred during this operation. 

Soon after the crew left the ves- 
sel she broke in two and sank.

‘Colorado Always Uncertain 


With Her Political Moves 


(This ‘is the sixth of a series 
of articles written by Mr. Hol- 
lomon, The Constitution Wash- 
ington correspondent, on the 
political situation in each state 
of the union, handled in an im- 
partial and non-partison man- 
ner.) 


By James A. Hollomon. 

Washington, March 2.—(Special.) 
Colorado is another one of those 
pivotal 
ticians of both parties guessing. In 
1916 President Wilson carried it by 
a safe majority. In the same year 
the democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor, Gunter, was swept in by not 
so large. but an equally secure vote. 
In 1918, however, Shoup, the repub- 
lican candidate for governor, was 
elected; and this year, with new 
conditions to face, the soldier vote 
untagged and the mining strike 
Situation still a political problem, 
no man on earth can tell what the 
consequences will be. It is safe to 
say, however, the chances for the 
republicans to carry the state for 
state house offices, and perhaps for 
United States senator to succeed 
Thomas, democrat, are good, but 
not excellent. As to the national 
election, it will depend upon the 
nominees in a large measure. 

The republicans are talking 
Lowden more than any other can- 
didate, though both Wood and 
Harding will make a strong bid. 
The delegation will go to Chigago 
uninstructed, it is assumed, and not 
be bound to vote under the unit 
rule. The wise ones say that Low- 
den will get the vote. So many 
things can happen between now 
and June 8, however, that any 
prediction now is guesswork. 


Miners Favors McAdoo. 


As to the democrats, there is no 
doubt of the strength of McAdoo 
among the miners and a counter 
aneeconism to him among the 
operators. The miners have the 
most votes. It is very probable. 
however, that Cox, of Ohio, may 
loom up formidably as the demo- 
cratic candidate most acceptable to 
Colorado. Friends of A. Mitchell 
Palmer claim that he will be a fac- 
tor. There isxsome reason to Dbe- 
lieve that ant&gonism to the at- 
torney general, who will, of course, 
have much warm support, will be 
too heavy on the whole to over- 
come. At any rate the delegates, 
already appointed at a meeting of 
the central gommittee, will. go to 
Frisco with hands untied and ready 
to meet the demands of the hour as 
they may interpret them. 

Colorado stands 650-50 in the 
United States senate on party al- 
legiance and 75-25 in the house in 
favor of the republicans, The sena- 
tor whose term expires in March, 
1921, is Charles Spalding Thomas. 
democrat, of Denver, and notably 
one of the able men of the senate, 
but criticised by some of the ultra- 
administration democrats for. not 
having been a 100 ner cent admin- 
istration democrat in his war vot- 
ing record. However, Senator 
Thomas has not been an insurgent 
in the sense of Hardwick and Var- 
deman, of memory, and Reed, of 
present day touch. He is a south- 
erner, having been born and raised 
until twenty years of age on a farm 
in Georgia. He is a good debator, 
and though 70 years of age, active 
and spirited in a controversy. He 
declares he will not be a candidate 
for re-election, although he will 
have served only eight years in the

PINK BOLLWORM 
ATTACKS COTTON 
IN LOUISIANA 


Washington, March 2.—Discovery 
of the pink bollworm of cotton, pre- 
viously supposed to exist in this 
country only in Texas, in at least 
two Louisiana parishes has caused 
the department of agriculture to ask 


ditional funds with which to fight 
the pest. Representatives of the 
cotton states and of the department 
will meet in New Orleans March 5 
to discuss methods of eradicating 
the worm. 

The largest area of infestation 
in Louisiana, according to the re- 
ports of the department of agricul- 
ture, is Cameron parish where it is 
believed it has existed for two 
years. Calcasieu-parish has been in- 
fested more recently and only méa- 
ger information has been received by 
the department. F 

Cotton seed from Cameron rang- 
ing in lots from 1 to 20 cars, has 
been widely distributed and pre- 
sumably planted, the department 
announced, in the fields about 
Alexandria, Broussard, Shreveport, 
Bunkie and Monroe, La., and San 
Antonio, Fort Worth, Houston, San 
Marcos and Braunfels, Texas. 

Fear was expressed at the depart- 
ment that unless prompt and ener- 
getic measures are adopted imme- 
diately the bollworm would get out 
of hand and much of the work of 
extermination in Texas would be 
lost. 

The department’s reports indicate 
the extension of the infested area 
around Trinity Bay, Texas. The re- 
infestation of that area, the depart- 
ment’s experts asserted, was due to 
the modification of the policy 
agreed upon by the department and 
the state authorities to permit no 
cotton to be green infested areas 
for two or three years. Specialists 
of the department insist the remedy 
must be found in adherence to the 
policy of establishing non-cotton 
zones. . it

PLAN TO ELIMINATE 
ALL THE BIG PACKERS 


Washington, March 2.— Virtual 
elimination of the big packers from 
the méat industry and the. substitu- 


tion of small, local and co-operative 
stock yards and slaughter houses 
was suggested today by Ed C. Las- 
siter, of Texas, representing. live 
stock growing organizations, before 
the house agriculture committee. 

The packing business now is un- 
Lassiter asserted, 
causing injury both to live stock 
producers and consumers. Trans- 
portation of cattle to the packing 
centers and return shipment of meat 
to consumers involves an economic 
loss he said, which can be eliminat- 
ed only by legislation to reduce con- 
trol of the big packers and to foster 
small, co-operative agencies wide- 
ly distributed. 

Lassiter also urged separation of 
large stock yards from packer con- 
trol. The yards, he said, should 
not be owned by a holding com- 
pany but by the railroads as a trans- 
portation adjunct. 

Independent _ Stockyards and 
slaughtering plants cannot be de- 
veloped, Mr. Lassiter said, so longa 
congress permits the large packe s 
to have such a preponderant shareof 
business. Mere size of the frei ' 
the big packers have to distributé, 
the witness declared, obtained for 
the packers special favors from the 
railroads sufficient to shut off suc- 
cessful cempetition. 

Mr. Lassiter opposed ownership 
of refrigerator cars by the ackers 
who, he said, also should be divert-

‘ROW OVER RELIEF 
FOR LEGION MEN 


Alleged Measures Have 
Been Sent to Ways and 
Means Committee for 
Burial—D’Olier Tells 
What Legion Wants. 


Wasnineton. March 2.—Taking up 
for the first time tke whole qises- 
tion of soidier relief legislation, 
the house wars and means commit- 
tee got into a row today over pro- 
cedure and broke up in some con- 
fusion after members had repeated 
charges made in the house that the 
measures had been sent-to the com- 
mittee for burial. 

After many heated exchanges be- 
tween members, the committee or- 
dered the room cleared of the crowd 
of spectators and then in executive 
session ‘finally decided to continue 
hearings tomorrow. 
efore the sudden termination of 
the session, Franklin D’Olier, na- 
tional commander of the American 
legion, and Thomas W. Miller. chair- 
man of the national legislative com- 
mittee, presented briefly an outline 
of what the organization sought 
from congress. Both declared serv- 
ice men were not asking for a 
bonus and Miller asserted that 3,- 
000,000 soldiers, directly affected, 
Were closely watching consideration 
of the matter of adjustment com- 
pensation. 

Mr. D’Olier said the legion wantea 
assistance for former service men 
in overcoming. present “financia) 
disadvantages.” 


What Legion Asks. 


All the legion asks, he told the 
committee, “is as liberal treatment 
as is consistent with the welfare of 
the whole country.” 

“An overwhelming majority of ex- 
service men feel strongly that this 
government owes an obligation to 
all persons who were handicappea 
either bodily or financially,” the na- 
tional commander declared, addine 
that disabled men wanted relief leg- 
islation “‘to the end that they would 
no longer:be objects of private 
charity.” 

Recommendations for legislation 
were presented as follow 

Land settlements covering farms 
in all states; aid to encourage pur- 
chase of homes; vocational training, 
and adjustment of compensation 
based on length of service for 
those not desiring to avail them- 
selves of the other three features. 

“The American legion,” Mr. D’Olier 
said, “asks nothing in its selfish 
interests at the expense of the coun- 
try, but at the same time does not 
feel that this obligation to ex-serv- 
ice men and women should be alto- 
gether passed by at this time and 
all economizing done at the expense 
of the ex-service men. 

“If legislation is wisely framed 
covering land settlement, home aid 
and vocational training, every dol- 
lar invested by the government wil! 
bring ultimately great returns to 
the country by making the ex-serv- 
ice man a better citizen and greater 
producer.” 

More than fifty bills relating to 
bonuses were before the committee 
when it began hearings on the whole 
question of soldier relief. 

Aid for All Service Men. 

Micceender D'Olier and Thomas 
W. Miller, of . Wilmington, Del., 
chairman of the legion’s legislative 
committee, did not conclude their 
general statements and the ques- 
tions asked by members of the com- 
mittee did not indicate how 
the bonus fund, it voted by con- 
gress, would be raised. 

It was brought out during the ex- 
amination of Miller that the legion/ 
wanted assistance for everybody in 
the service, the witness suggesting 
that relief might be handled “like 
the $60 bonus which went auto- 
matically to all enlisted men,” and 
to officers requesting it. 
‘Chairman Fordney, referring to 
Miller’s statement that the legion 


} did not want soldier relief adminis- 


tered “as the war risk insurance 
bureau administered it,” denounced 
the action of an inspector of that 
bureau, who refused aid in the case 
of a lawyer-soldier, both of whose 
legs were broken and who was 
otherwise injured. Finding that the 
applicant was a lawyer, the inspec- 
tor, according to information pre- 
sented. to the chairman, declared he 
did not deserve help or sympathy 
asa man in his condition “going 
before a jury could win every cause 
he pleaded.” 

“I think we ought to get that in- 
spector and send him where Emma 
Goldman is,” Mr. Fordney said. 

Replying Representative Kitchin, 
democrat, North Cdrolina, the chair- 
man said he did not know the in- 
spector’s name.

DANELS AFTER SINS 
INTHE FLETQHER CASE 


Washington, March 2.—Investiga- 
tion by a court of inquiry of the 
circumstances of Rear Admiral 
William B. Fletcher’s removal from 
command of American forces at 
Brest by Admiral Sims, in October, 
1917, was ordered today by Secre- 
tary Danieis. The court will con- 
vene in Washington Monday, the 
day before the opening of the in- 


vestigation by the senate naval 
committee of Admiral Sims’ criti- 


cism of naval policy just preceding | 


and during the war. 

Rear Admiral Fletcher was per- 
emptorily detached from command at 
Brest following the torpedoing of the 
transport “Antilles on a return trip 
to Tunisistas. Representations by 
Admiral Sims at the time that Ad- 
miral Fletcher was “so unsatisfac- 
tory in the initiative and judgment 
that he should no longer be entrust- 
ed with the Brest command,” will 
form the subject of the inquiry as 
ordered by Mr. Daniels. 

Admiral Fletcher, it was learned 
today, requested, at the time of his 
that the circumstances be 
reviewed by a naval court, but ow- 
ing to the impracticability of hold- 
ing such a court during hostilities, 
the request was denied, it was ex- 
plained at the department. The ad- 
miral, who now is serving as 
commandant of the naval station 
in Hawaii, arrived in Washington 
today. ‘ 

The “percept” of the court, as is- 
sued by Secretary Daniels, follows: 

“Whether the forces under the 
command of Rear Admiral Fletcher 
were organized and operated by him 
so inefficiently, particularily with 
reference to safety in escorting 
army transports, as to warrant the 
commander of the United States na- 
val forces operating in f€uropean 
waters (Admiral Sims) in arriving 
at the conclusion that. Admrial 
Fletcher was so unsatisfactory in 
initiative and judgment ‘that he 
should no longer be entrusted with 
the first-mentioned command.” 

The court will be composed of 
Rear Admirals W. L.. Rogers, J. H. 
Oliver and J. A. Hogerwerff, with 
Captain K. M. Bennett‘ acting as 


judge advocate.

Washington, D. C., March 22.—Two 
distinct and separate Hoover 
“drives” are in motion or about to 
be set in motion to make Herbert 
Hoover the republican nominee for 
president. 

They are entirely unrelated. The 
first originated in Mr. Hoover's 
native state of California, at Los An- 
geles. From this center a move- 
ment has been iaunched to form 
“Hoover Young Republican clubs” in 
virtually every state of the union. 


The elements behind this particu- 
lar enterprise are representative 
young republicans of the progres- 
sive type—progressive in its litera), 
rather than its commonly understood 
political, sense. 

These young republicans have de- 
vised a scheme for taking plebiscites 
throughout the union with a view 

developing the known full pro- 
portions of the Hooyer strength, es- 
ecially among nonpartisan voters. 
Their ultimate purpose, it is under- 
stood, is to file. a monster petition 
at Chicago. They are confident that 
it will contain at least 2,000,000 
names at the least; and perhaps 
twice as many. ‘They believe that 
in quality, as well ac quantity, it 
will constitute a ‘memorial to the 
party’s convention that delegates 
will ignore at the grave risk of in- 
calculable party loss. 

The second “drive” on Mr. Hooy- 
er’s behalf originated in. a. totally 
different quarter. It is a movement 
undertaken by Liberty loan workers 
scattered all over the United States. 
The more enthusiastic spirits among 
the Liberty loan brigade regard it 
within the realm of their possibilt- 
ties that they can muster 10,000,000 
voters who will sign a petition for 
Herbert Hoover's, nomination as re- 
publican candidate for president. 
That, at any rate, is said to be the 
goal they have set themselvés, 

The concrete projects above. men- 
tioned, aiming at making Hoover 
the republican rather than the 
democratic standard bearer, will be 
easy of accomplishment, judging 
by private assurances reaching hiin 
from évery quarter and with every 
mail.

TOWARD CERMANY 


Effort Will Be Made to 
Put Defeated Nation on 
Feet — International 
Loan Suggested. 


London, March 2.—A noteworthy 
phase of the meeting of the peace 
conference is the changed~attitude 
toward Germany. In high diplo- 
matic circles it is asserted the con- 
ference has come to recognize that 
Germany ruined would mean a 
weak spot, and\a dangerous spot, 
in .Europe. 

Great Britain and, personally, 
Premier Lloyd-George, are credit- 
ed with being the chief forces in 
bringing about this policy. The 
French peace delegation is describ- 
ed as moving toward this point of 
view reluctantly, altthough it Is 
moving. It is asserteq the French 
are less immovable than when M. 
Clemenceau was at the helm of 
state. How to set Germany on her 
feet is one of the largest questions 
the conference is now considering. 
It is considered probable it will 
sanction an 
Germany, but the question of se- 
curity is a basic one. 

Inducements to- Subscribe. 

It is expected a plan will be ar- 
ranged which will offer induce- 
ments to the rich, smaller neutral 
countries to subscribe to a loan. 
Even England, her representatives 
believe, will contribute. officially 
or unofficially, although England’s 
financial commitments of various 
sorts arising from the war are 
greater than those of any other 
nation. One of the American con- 
ferees expressed the opinion today 
perhaps German sympathiziers in 
America at least will come forward 


with subscriptions. 

The question of finally fixing 
Germany’s war infemnities at 4 
specific sum also is being discussed, 


Belief is expressed the German 
government can organize its 
finances and industries more effi- 
ciently if the German people know 
exactly what are their obligations 
and what they are to.be called upon 
to pay. This question was one left 
by thé treaty to the reparations 
commission, but the present idea 
seems to be that the conference 
probably will take it out of the 
nds of the commission.

Editor Constitution: In the pass- 
ing of the late E. R. Hodgson we 
have lost our great friend and bene- 
factor, “Mr., Prince.” 


By that mame, from having been f 


called by his father his “‘little 
prince” when a child, he was af- 
fectionately called by all of us at 
the school “Mr. Prince,’ just as he 
was by his own children in his own 
home. 

And indeed he was a. prince 
among men. I have never known 
a man like him in the kindness of 


his heart and in the bigness of his 
generosity. It is not unusual for 
a man to take a lone orphan into 
his home to raise, but it is seldom 
that a man takes a whole school 
into his family and makes it as 
much an object of his thought as 
his own children and his own busi- 
ness. 


Mr. Hodgson set so high a stand- 
ard of philanthropy that some of 
the things he did should be made 


public for the sake of his high ex- 
ample to the citizenship of Geor- 
gia. His munificence was not con- 
tined to the Rabun Gap = school, 
Which became the principal object 
of his giving in. the last fifteen 
years of his iife. His share in the 
building ef institutions in Georgia 
is large without what he did for 
this mountain school. He was as- 
sociated with the men who organ- 
ized the Georgia School of Technol- 
ogy and was a member of its first 
board of trustees. He has left a 
son, E. R. Hodgson, Jr., as his suc- 
cessor in the membership of that 
board. A generous friek& of the 
University of Georgia, his son, Har- 
ry Hodgson, is a member of that 
board. His son, Walter Hodgson, 
is a trustee of the Rabun Gap 
school. ' 

Mr. Hodgson's gifts to Rabun Gap 
School, together with those of his 
brother Asbury, who left the school 


a large part of his estate, amount 
to approximately $50,000. I believe 
his philanthropy was unequaled in 
Georgia by a man ‘with only a mod- 
est estate and nine children of his 
own and more than twenty grand- 
children. 


He not only gave to the school his 
money, but he gave to it his mind 
and his time. He built a cottage 
near it so that each summer he 
could observe its development and 
further its plans: No campaign was 
ever made for money for the school 
in Georgia that did not have Mr. 
Hodgson's name on the list of sub- 
Scribers. When at the beginning 
the school was Seeking in Atlanta 
and Athens just twenty givers of 
$100 each, Mr. Hodgson was one 
of that number. When it needed

Decision to Negotiate Peace 
With Reds Based on Necessity 


ty 


By FRANK H. SIMONDS. 


There should be no mistake as to 
the progress toward peace with the 
Russian bojshevists. The latest 
manoeuvre is nothing more than 
another of the momentary turns 
which have become so familiar in 


recent months. Again and again 
when a decision has been reached 
and the, first announcement gives 
rise to popular protest the Paris 
conference has for the moment halt- 
ed, to await the arrival of popular 
sentiment. 


The decision to make peace with 
Russia is a decision based upon ne- 
cessity and like so many more de- 


cisions justified by an appeal to 
s moral principle. The allies 
have done everything they could do 
with and without the consent of 
their peoples to destroy the bol- 
shevists in Russia. All their ef- 
forts have led to nothing because 
they were never able to enlist popu- 
lar support to make any effort ef- 
fective. 


As recently as the Yudenitch ven- 
ture toward Petrograd, the pres- 
ence of 20,000 well disciplined 


troops would have insured ‘success, 
as it was the gamble came within 
an ace of success, although the re- 
sources available were ridiculously 
insignificant. But Yudenitch, Kol- 
chak and Denikine having failed, the 
allied game was up, it had no choice 
and it is merely seeking to put the 
best face upon what amounts to a 
complete surreni#er. 


Poland and Rumania. 
No one need now expect. that, 
whatever the terms actually signed, 
the Russian bolshevists will change 


their feelings of hatred and resent- 
ment toward the western nationa, 
Their view that they have compelled 
France, Britain and the United 
States to recognize them will not 
be inaccurate. If the allied gov- 
ernments have never actually sent 
large armfes, they have sent small 
forces and large subsidies in arms 
and money, afraid to make a war 
on the scale that insured victory, 
they have continued to make war on 
a scale that invited defeat and in- 
sured subsequent hostility. 


The one great danger, now, is 
that the allied and associated gov- 
ernments, in their desire to get done 


with a bad business will consent 
to sacrifice Poland and Rumania, 
as they have sacrificed their own 
principles and pledges. If the allies 
refuse to stand by Poland and Ru- 
mania until the. bolshevists consent 
to terms which will allow both coun- 
tries their natural frontiers and 
such protection as will enable them 
to meet a new invasion at a dis- 
tance from their own countries, we 
may soon see the two besf results 
of the Paris conference, the new 
Polish and Rumanian states, dis- 
appear. 


Despite the mutilations forced 
upon Poland by Lloyd George, this 
Slav state should include wi: n 


its boundaries between 30,000,000 
and 35,000,000 of people. This means 
that within a decade it will have a 
population larger than France and 
may become one of the solid factors 
in the European system. A strong 
Poland east of Germany will act to 
restrain German ambitions both east 
and west, because if the German 
seeks eastern expansion, French aid 
will be assured the Pole, if it 
strikes west, Polish aid will be 
ready for France. Nor is it less 
clear that if Russia remains bol- 
shevist, a strong Polish state will 
be a priceless bulwark against the 
Red, as it was against the Turk in 
the century when Sobieski saved 
Vienna. 


Nor is Rumania less important. A 
strong state, with natural frontiers, 
with a patriotic and industrious 


population, a rich country and an 
enormous expansion indicated for 
the near future, Rumania will before 
the century is out exceed in afea 
and population the Italian nati.n, 
which was such a factor in Europa 
in the last generation. Holding the 
Dniester against the Russian and 
the Thiess and the Danube against 


any new Pan-German operation, the 
Rumanians will be, like the Poles, 
precious aids to the preservation of 
order in Europe. 

Wherein Danger Lies. 

But the danger lies in the pos- 
sibility that at the last moment, in 
their haste to have done with the 
troublesome Russian affair, the 


western nations will sacrifice the 
fature of both Poland and Rumania 
to the immediate néeds of the great 
powers. The story of the Paris con- 
ference is the history of the brutal] 
sacrifice of small peoples to large 
and already Rumania and Poland, 
lacking any effective championship 
among the Anglo-Saxon peoples, 
have suffered cruelly. 


Just whv the Americans and Brit- 
ish at Paris displayed toward the 
Slavs of the Vistula and the Latins 


of the Danube a hostility and a 
bitterness which was revealed in 
a score of incidents which are lit- 
tle short of shameful, remains a 
matter for conjecture. But there is 
no conjecture about what was done. 
Territory in which the Poles: con- 
stituted two-thirds of the population 
was subjected to a plebiscite, to 
give the last possible opportunity to 
prevent union with Poland, areas 
in which Rumanian population domi- 
nated were torn from their natural 
associations and ridiculous frontiers 
arranged, which prevented indus- 
trial districts from having access 
to waterways or railroads. Why? 
The answer has been frequently 
whispered, but ‘the whisper is un- 
worthy of repetition. 

The Russian settlement now 


raises the old questions in a final 
fourm. If the allies insist upon sur- 


rendering Bessarabia and the Pol- 
ish marshes to the. bolshevists, tnen 
Poland,and Rumania will he doom- 
ed. They will both resist, but their 
resistance will merely mean an in- 
vitation to the Germans and the 
Hungarians to attack them in. the 
rear-and they will be crushed in 
tha end. This will be a terrific 
ete to pay for a peace with the 
Russian anarchy, which is, after all, 
a victorious peace for that anarchy, 
since it is a fact bound to have 
momentous consequences in the fu- 
ture, that just as the bolshevists 
finally had the best of their Ger- 
man conquerors of Brest Litovsk 
days, they now have the better of 
their allied opponents. 


Value to Britain. +» 
For the British the existence of 
two strong states on the west of 
Russia might have a real value, if 


the bolshevists presently resume 
the Russian advance towards India. 
for the French Poland is a matter 


of life and death now that the An-. 


glo-French-American guarantee 
has practically disappeared. Even 
the Italians might be expected to 
see with some apprehension the 
possibility of the reincarnation of 
a powerful Russia, which may easi- 
ly be roused to pan-Slaviec passion, 
when the moment arrives to put 
aside economic follies, since it is 
with the southern branch of the 
Slav family that Italy is now at 
odds. 

But despite the great importance 
for the western allies of the Rus- 
sian question, there is nothing to 


suggest in recent history that their 
policies will go beyond the oppor- 


tunism of the moment. A little peace’ 


now seems worth any risk as to 
war in the future. As for the mo- 
mentary pause in negotiations, this 
1s merely a decent regard for the 
appearances, even when they are go- 
ing to surrender, almost without 
conditions, the allies have to go 
through the form of imposing con- 
ditions, otherwise their very eager- 
ness might lead the victorious bol- 
shevists to demand unconditional 
surrender as the price of peace. 
Henceforth it is not the bolshevists 
who need the western nations, but 
the western nations who are satis- 
fied that they need the bolshevists 
—this is a long way from February. 
1919, but not impossibly we shal] 
get much further, now that the al- 
lies have taken thimeoadway.

THE HIGH COST OF SICKNESS—IX. 
THE SANITARY HOME. 


Some men are so obsessed with 
crobiophobia that they have even 
their shaving soap impregnated 
with antiseptics. Soap itself is an- 
tiseptic. A lather is a very good 


protection in shaving. But we do 
love to paint the lily. 


According to an old superstition 
anything giving off a noisome odor 
was injurious to health. This idea 
happened to be correct in a very 
few instances. It led to a sort of 
homeopathic notion that disease 
might be driven off by some malo- 
dorous substance. Of course, we 
know now that unpleasant odors 
neither cause disease nor dispel dis- 


ease—all of us except Mrs. Tim 
Idity, who still imagines she wards 
off disease by wearing camphor, 
asafetida or some other odoriferous 
charm about her neck. .It is curi- 
ous how people can harbor the 
fancy that germs, which they be- 
lieve “lurk” in malodorous places, 
are frightened off by comparatively 


mild odogs. 
Speaking 


of disease germs “lurk- 
ing” here} and, there it may bear 
mention that disease germs never 
travel of their own accord. They go 
only where they are carried. They 
do not exist or float about in the 


air, as some exploiters of “sanitary” 
flapdoodle would have folks believe. 
Disease germs are considerably less 
capable of seeking victims than are 
bedbugs or head lice—and every one 
knows that these visible parasites 
have to be carried to fresh fields, 
having no wings at all. Disease 
germs “lurk” with all the malice 
aforethought of grains of 
“lurking” anywhere. 

Soap and water and elbow grease 
are the most reliable sanitary agen- 
cies for the protection of the home. 
Sprinkling, spraying, smearing. or 
exposing chemical disinfectants 
about the house, in the bathroom, or 
in the cellar, is of no advantage as 
compared with cleanliness. 


The popular faith in anything la- 
beled “antiseptic” is too great for 
safety. Take an ordinary 1 to 5,000 
solution or 1 to 2,000 solution of bi- 


chloride of mercury (corrosive 
sublimate). If this solution *is to 
déstroy any germs .the hands or 
materials must be immersed in it at 
lease five minutes. A mere dip is 
quite inocuous to most germs. 


There is no attual evidence that 
disinfectants offer any protection to 
health when applied to floors, walls 
or furniture. The only real pur- 


pose a disinfectant solution can 
serve is for the destruction of dis- 
ease germs in discharges from the 
body of the invalid and germs on 
articles soiled by such discharges. 
Soap ahd water, fresh air and sun- 
shine will serve every other pur- 
pose in the sanitation of the home 
For disinfecting dischages and ar- 
ticles soiled or contaminated by 
such discharges, perhaps the cheap- 
est and most efficient disinfectant 
is that known as Hygienic Labora- 
tory Pine Oil Disinfectant which 
any pharmacist or chemist can pre- 
pare after directions given in Re- 
print Mo. 30% of the United States 
Public Health Reports, obtainable 
free on application to the United 
States public health service, Wash- 
ington, D. C. (6 centse to non-resi- 
dents of the United States).

Sentence of Berryhill Boy 
Causes Flood of Comment 


The interesting case of Francis 
Berryhill, the 17-year-old boy who 
was recently sentenced to life im- 
prisonment, after conviction of com- 
plicity in the brutal murder of an 


fold watchman on the gight of Au- 


gust 31, has brought forth a flood 
of comment, mingled with protest. 

Two interesting letters regarding 
the case are reproduced herewith, 
in part. One, from John Reis, a 
prominent citizen of Baldwin county, 
living in Milledgeville, protests 
against the sentence levied on the 
lad. The other, from Mrs. Lillian 
L. Huguley, who’ has investigated 
the conditions surrounding the case, 
laments the alleged laxity with 
which modern ways attend the wel- 
of children, especially young 
boys. 

The letter of Mr. Reis follows: :; 

“Woodville, Milledgeville, Ga. 

“The Editor “Atlanta Constitution: 
Last summer, in a north Georgia 
court, a man of mature age was 
given a ten-year sentence for kill- 
ing his half brother during a drunk- 
en altercation; in>a Fulton county 
court Francis Berryhill, 17 years 


old, is given a life sentence for a 
crime that he did not actually com- 
mit, did not see committed, and ap- 
parently did not know was intended 
by those who Were the perpetra- 
tors. 


“Francis Berryhill may have com- 
mitted a-~erime in planning and as- 
sisting the robbery of an aged man, 


and for that he should suffer, but 
if the laws of the state of Georgia 
can inflict a life sentence on an 
immature lad for playing the part 
that Francis did in this instance, 
then that particular law is rotten 
and a disgrace to the state! 


“Only if Francis is a degenerate 
or inherits criminal tendencies that 
make him a menace to his fellow 
citizens, is the law justified in im- 
prisoning him for life, taking away 
all his fifPure opportunities to re- 
form and repay mankind for his 
one false step. If Francis is jus? 
a normal lad, as he probably is, then 
it is to be hoped that he will be 
granted a new trial. 


Worth More Out of Jail. 


“What possible good would it do 
the state of Georgia or Francis Ber- 
ryhill to send him to the state farm, 
to lock him up for life in an instt- 
tution where the insane criminals 
and the sane onés are confined to- 
gether? Perhaps after ten or fif- 
teen years his case will come up 
before the board of pardons, and he 
will be given his freedom. 

“What kind of a man will he then 
be, after confinement at a young 
and impresstonable age with men 
hardened in crime for his compan- 
ions? 

“Francis Berryhill is worth more 
to Georgia out of jail and under the 
care of some responsible person who 
will help him grow into a decenr, 
law-abiding citizen, than he would 
be at the state farm where any 
spark of decency in his make-up is 
bound to be crushed out before 
many years. 

“Atlanta does not care for the 
boys as she should. There are too 
many lads of Francis’ age and 
younger strolling about the streets 
at all hours of the night. Any Con- 
stitution reporter can verify this by 
taking a stroll along Marietta street 
from 10 o’clock~p. m. on. 

Atlanta needs a Judge oe Lind- 
sey to awaken her to a sense of the 
responsibility she owes to her boys, 
or at least the passage of laws that 
will make the parent responsible 
for the proper conduct of a minor, 
and that will provide more suitable 
punishments for such as francis 
Berryhill, provide a separate place 
of confinement for bovs 17 to 21 
years of age, and give them a 
chance to redeem themselves rather 
than take all chance away from

like Francis Berryhill are.paid by 
these self-same underworld fiends, 
whose conduct could not stand the

Women and children grazing like 
cattle in exhausted fields and on 
the hills, young women crucified. 
nailed to crosses and left there to 
di’, and. purses found to be made of 
the skin from the breasts of Arme- 
nian women, were among the suf- 
ferings of the people of Armenia 
described yesterday to an audience 
of Atlanta’s women invited to hear 


writer and explorer, and Dr. Yonan,. 


an Assyrian, and a Presbyterian 
missionary and preacher both vol- 
unteer workers in the American 
Committee for Near East Relief. 
They were introduced by Mrs. 
Florence Spencer Ouryea, of the 
American Committee for Near East 
Relief in New York.

Miss Simonten Speaks. 


Miss Simonton was the first 

speaker, and she reminded the wom- 
en in the audience that the condi-. 
tions in Armenia and Assyria and 
everywhere Mohammedan rule pre- 
vails, make slaves of the women 
from their birth. They are sold 
when babies to men, who génerally 
pay for them with Virginia leaf to- 
bacco. They belong to their pur- 
chasers for life, and though they 
mate with other men and bear chil- 
dren, they stf™ belong to the first 
purchaser who may claim them at 
any time, and they, with their chil- 
dren—the children of others—are 
his property. 
- With standards of this kind, Miss 
Simonton explained that in times of 
war, the conditions of women and 
children become intensified. 

The invasion of Belgium by Ger- 
mans in the European war Was a 
temporary incident compared to the 
invasi~: of Armenia and Assyria by 
the Tu.ks, a condition which has 
gone on for thirteen centuries. 

Women are murdered before the 
eyes of their children, and girls of 
-seven years torn from their pro- 
‘tectors and turned over to Turkish 
soldiers as trophies, or sent to the 
Turkish harems. One hundrea@ 
thousand women have been taken In 
captivity by the Turks during the 
recent wars, and the more than two 
hundred and fifty thousand children 
of these women are starving and 
dying. 

They are picked up on the high- 
ways dead, and dozens of them are 
still living while stagving among 
the dead. 

Mrs. Duryea told the incident of a 
relief institution established by the 
American committee where the lit- 
tle children are brought each day. 
They are fed and put to bed, anda 
the next morning the first work Is 
to go among the wards and get the 
children who have died in the night, 
before the others are awakened to 
be fed in the effort to save their 
lives. % 

An American worker was met 
with the problem of having six chil- 
dren brought to her. Supplies had 
been cut off, and she had _ fooa 
enough to save one child for per- 
haps long enough for relief to come. 
but there were six to be fed, and it 
would last only one day if all Were 
fed. They were 7 years of age, and 
the problem was put to them. Five 
volunteered to die while the fooa 
be kept for the one who might be 
saved. 

Heroism ef Children.

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Boy Who Killed 
With a Hammer 
| Goes to Trial 


Macon, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)— 
| Raymond Scroggins, the Atlanta 
boy, who several months ago is al- 
leged to have killed Andrew J. El- 
kin, a Bibb country farmer, by strik- 
ing him over the head with a ham- 
mer, will go to trial in the Bibb su- 
perior court tomorrow before Judge 
John H. Kent, of Wrightsvills, who 
is presiding over,the criminal di- 
vision for Judge Mathews. 

Efforts to have Scroggins com- 
mitted to the state sanitarium as 


of unsound mind and to secure a 
change of venue en ithe ground that 
he cannot secure a fair trial in Bibb 
county, have failed, though an ap- 
peal on the insanity phase of the 
case is still pending before the su- 
preme court of Georgia. The appeal, 
however, does not prevent the case 
from coming to trial on the murder 
indictment. 

Attorney John R. Cooper, who 
represents Scoggins, is relying on 
insanity as his chief defense, and, 
though one jury has already held 
Scoggins to be of sound mind, every 
effort will be put forth at the~com- 
ing trial to show that the 19-year- 
old boy is irresponsible. 

Ruby Scroggins, the girl wife of 
the accused, who is alleged to have 
made a confession, in which she put 
the blame for the murder on her 
husband, is also under indictment 
on a murder charge, but she will be 
tried later. She claims she had 
nothing to do with the actual kill- 
ing and that she knew nothing in 
advance of her husband’s intention. 


Killed Aged Farmer. 


Elkins, an inoffensive farmer, age 
68 years, was killed one day while 
he was driving along the Columbus 
road, after having disposed of a 
wagonload of farm produce in Ma- 
con. It is claimed Scroggins and his 
wife, who were .cotton-mill work- 
ers, stopped Elkins and the latter’s 
brother-in-law, Tom Sanders, who 
were driving home, and asked them 
for a ride. Sanders was in a buggy 
and is alleged to have permitted 
Mrs. Scroggins to take a seat beside 
him. Scroggins is alleged to have 
got in the wagon with Elkins, some 
distance behind Sanders’ buggy. 
Shortly afterward the team of mules 
hitched to Elkins’ agon dashed 
past Sanders’ bugg,, with Elkins 
hanging from the seat. Scroggins 
is alleged to have come up a short 
time later and attacked Sanders, 
beating him with a hammer. Mrs. 
Scroggins claimed she _ interfered 
and saved Sanders’ life. It was later 
found that Elkins had been beaten 
“over the head with a hammer and 
robbed of $50. He died a short time 
after being taken to his home. 

Scroggins and his wife were ar- 
rested several hours later and the 
former had just purchased a pistol 
at a pawnshhp and was preparing 
to leave town. Mrs>Scroggins had 
resumed her work at the cotton mill 
when taken into custody. 

Since Mrs. Scroggins cannot tes- 
tify against her husband, Tom San- 
ders will be the chief witness for 
the state. :

Southern Suspends Service 
on Line Which Has 
Ceased to Pay. 


Operation of the Roswell railroad 
extending from Chamblee on the 
main line or the Southern railway 
to Roswell, 9.8 miles, has ceased. 
As a result, Rogwell and the in- 
termediate stations, Wilson's Mill, 
Dunwoody and Morgan Junction are 
without railway service. Nota train 
was run Tuesday and it seems that 
there is little chance of service ever 
being resumed. ‘ 

In a statement before the rail- 
road commission on February 26, 
Vice President H. W. Miller, of the 
Southern mpany, gave notice that 
the Southern would not undertake 
to operate the Roswell after the 
close of federal control. During 
the period of federal control this 
little line was operated as a part 
of the Southern railroad lines and 
did its full share in piling up the 
huge deficit of the United States 
railroad administration. For sev- 
eral years, previous to federal con- 
trol, the Southern operated the Ros- 
well line at a loss of thousands of 
dollars per year. The charter of 
the Roswell railroad expired nearly 
ten years ago, and of course the 
Southern could not be compelled to 
operate it longer. 

Increasing cost of operatien which 
the Roswell shared with the larger 
raods, together with the fact that 
the advent of good roads and auto- 
mobile and truck transportation had 
taken away practically all of the 
passenger business and the greater 
part of the freight business, had 
made this little line a white ele- 
phant with a constantly growing 
appetite and the Southern has sim- 
ply declined to furnish more hay. 

It is understood that citizens of 
Lawrenceville have arranged to 
continue the operation of the Law- 
renceville bracnh railroad, extend- 
ing from Lawrenceville to a con- 
nection with the Southern at Suwa- 
nee, 9.6 miles. This operation of 
this little line was another. expen- 
Sive luxury, its deficit amounting 
to between $5,000 and $6,000 per 
month, which the Southern did not 
care to resume with the close of 
federal] control.

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Fractured Bones. 
Coasting, skating and icy pave- 


ments make winter the season of 
fractures. Usually, the home nurse 
has little to do for these accidents. 
But it is well to know, however, 
that there are some ‘things you 
must do while waiting. The princi- 
pal point to bear in mind is to keep 
ahe fractured part immovable and 
in such position that it may give as 
little pain as possible. If this is 
done there need be no hurry about 
having the bone set until you can 
get the proper professional service. 

The limb shoulc be supported on 
something stiff and smooth, such as 
a thin, narrow board or shingle, or 
the bark of a tree, if nothing else

is available. Pad this with cotton or 
leaves and bandage with strips of 
any material available. In placing 
the limb on the splint. slide the 


a firm, gentle pressure at two 
points a short distance on each side 
of the fracture, all the while mak- 
ing slight extension on the distal 
side so as to keep the two ends 
from rubbing together. Now lift 
with the two hands at the same 
time slowly and evenly until the 
limb is in the position required. 


The danger from too much hand- 
ling is that of injury to the sur- 
rounding vessels and tissues by the 
sharp points of splintered bone. 

Fractures in children are called 
“ereenstick” fractures, because the 
bones are soft and bend like a wil- 
low branch rather than like season- 
ed wood. It is because of the flex- 
ible bones that a child falls so often 
without injury. The over-anxious 
mother might save herself manv 
hours of uneasiness if she but real- 
ized the elasticitv of voung bones. 

The actual “knitting” of bones in 
the average adult case takes about 
six weeks. The bones are still weak 
at the end of this time, and much 
eare should be taken in wsing the 
injured limb, It will be “good as 
new” in six months or a year.
